RUSSIA AND PEANCE. 

They Will Try to Encourage Trade Between 
tbe Tv/o Countries. 

Pahis, Sept. 2,— The minister of com- 
merco, M. Bouchere, is quoted in an in- 
terview printed in the Gauloia to-day 
with saying tiiat tbe goverDments of 
France and Rasaia are anzione to make 
every effort compatible totlieir economic 
intereata to develop commercial inter- 
course between tlie two countries. Con- 
linuing M. Loucliere eaid he did not en- 
tertain the least hope that RuBsia would 
ivhandon her protective policy, as the 
chief objectof liussia wasto draw capital 
into the empire, and that policy had 
been crowned with auccese, many French, 
Swiea, Belgian and other manufactarere 
having eatabliahed works in Ruasia.

WAsniNGTCN, Sept. 2.— General Duf- 
fleld, enperintendent of the coast aiKl 
geodetic aurvey, who has been promin- 
ently identified in determining tbe line 
between Alaska and the British North- 
west Territory, is not impressed with 
the probability of trouble between this 
government and Great Britain over the 
location of the Klondyke gold fields. 
"It is true," he said, when shown these 
lespatflhea from PortTowneend quoting 
a deputy United States marahal as say- 
ing ill efTect that the United States 
would assert control over that section, 
" that the location ol the line between 
the country has not been formally ac- 
cepted, but the location has been 
very definitely determined. The l-tlat 
meridian was designated as the bound- 
ary between Rusaia and Great Britain, 
and nothing remained after our accept- 
ance ol that understanding but to locate 
the meridian. Tlio location was made 
on the Iforth at Poronpine river by our 
aurveyors, and in the vicinity of the Yu- 
kon by the Canadians antier Ogilvie, 
and there work there was checked by 
our men. We found that where the 
Ogilvie line croaaed Forty Blile creek it 
was 15-100 of a second, or six feet nine 
nine inches too far east, and where 
it croBsed the Yukon, it was 
1-1 eeoonde, or 515 feet too far west. 
TI1U8 it may be seen that tiio line as lo- 
cated by Ogilvie is eubstantinllr correct. 
Tliere is no posBibility of an error, the 
correccion of whicli could place the new 
gold regions in American territory. The 
nearest point, Daweon City, is 50 miles 
oil tlic Canadian aide of the Ogilvie 
line." 

If tbe treaty he fore tbe Senate pro- 
viding for fixing tbe boundary ia rati- 
fied, a commission will be appointed to 
perform this duty. It ia considered 
more than possible the Ogilvie survey 
will be accepted.

Zionists Hope to Settle the Hebrews There

Flour Sells Cheap But Sacks Are Dear. 

Pout Towksxkd, Sept. 2.— The steamer 
Farrallon arrived last night from Dye a 
and Skagway. The officers of the steam- 
er tell interesting stories of tbe condi- 
tion of affairs at both landings. They 
say that the gold seekers at Dyea are 
slowly but surely crossing tlie divide, 
and that the road past Ten Mile canyon 
ia strewn with tents, provisions, dis- 
carded baggage, and dead horses. Less 
than 1,000 people are on the beach at 
Dyea and all make efforts to get across 
the divide as soon as landed. 

The steamer officers said that rain had 
fallen continuously there for eight days, 
and it was utterly impossible to cross. 
All kinds of business is flouriehing. 

Men are selling their outfits for little 
or nothing. A saloon keeper at Dyea is 
buying flour, emptying it in a hopper in 
a tent, and selling the empty sacks at 75 
cents each,

TILE YUKON BOUNDARY. 

General DufSeld. of the United States 
coast and geodetic survey, speaking of 
the bouadary between the Alaskan and 

the Canadiaa Yukon country, says that 
when it ia definitely settled there will be 
BO appreciable change from what is laid 
doA-n on the map at preeent. At Forty 
Mile Creek there ia only ij}X feet between 
tbe line as drawn by tbe two surveying 
parties representing the respective gov- 
ernments, the line marked by the Can- 
adian party being that much further 
West than the line marked by the United 
States party. At the crossing of the 
Yukon, Ogilvie'a line gives the Ameri- 
cans 300 feet more than their own line 
does. These are the only two points 
where the surveying parties have com- 
pared notes. It is very clear that a com- 
promise meridian will be agreed upon in 
the end, and that its location is not 
likely to disturb any interests whatever. 

General Duflieldsaya the boundary of 
Southeastern Alaska " is a question that 
admits of eonsiderable diversity of 
opinicn." The first point to be settled 
in this regard is what is the meaning of 
the word " ocean " in the treaty of 1825. 
As Mr. J. Vf. Treadwell pointed out in 
hia interesting paper, printed in the 
CoLO.N'iST on August 22ad, it ia contrary 
to all precedent to claim that the waters 
ina'de of the archipelago can be called 
the ocetin. It would certainly be as 
absurJ t) call Lynn Canal, Behin 
Canal or Taku Inlet the ocean, 
as it wouilJ be to bo desig- 
nate E=i| uinjult harbor or the Ann. 
Mr. T.-eadivell, in a recent letter to the 
Coi-o.N'i.sr, takes the position that there 
has been no such user either by Buseia 
or the United States as estops Great 
Britain from claiming that the treaty 
sbal! be interpreted as it would have 
been in 182.'). This is, of course, a ques- 
tiun of fact, and the Colonist only sug- 
gested that such might be the case, and 
did not say that it was. The admission 
of General DaSield, that the question is 
one on which there may be a diversity of 
opinion, will not be well received by the 
American press, which has treated the 
matter throughout as thou!;h tlie right 
of the United States to tliocountry with- 
in the limits usually deliiied on their 
maps was unquestioned, and that Cana- 
da, or rather Great Britain, is simply 
wishing to grasp some territory that has 
lately been found to 1)6 valuable because 
of the discovery of gold, In jiointof fact 
the boundary has never Iteen delined, 
except coiiveiilioiutlly on the .Slickeeu 
river, and there only for convouieuce in 
the administration of justice. 



ALIENS IN THE YUKON. 

The Toronto Mail and Empire would 
like to see preferential royalties prescrib- 
ed for ilie Yukon, the rate to be 25 per 
cent, more on aliens than on Canadians. 
We do not concur in this suggestion, be- 
cause it would accomplish no good pur- 
purpose, and would lead to all manner 
of complications and evasions. By com- 
plications wo do not mean anything of 
an iuternationalcharacter, but purely lo- 
cal and chiefly legal. Aliens and liritieh 
subjects are in many cases interested in 
the same properties, and by and by 
there will be more cases of this kind, 
Tbe better way to do is to close the Ya- 
Icon placers to aliens. Tbe object of put- 
ting aliens upon a different footing to 
that occupied by our own people ia not 
for the sake of extorting money from 
theni simply Ijecauae they ore aliens, but 
to seouro the wealth of the country for 
unr own people.. It isafiictthat, sayet, 
.very little of the Kold taken out In the 
Canadian Yukon has come or will come 
to Canada. Moat of it baa gone, and, 
lipeaking now of what is ready for ship- 



ment, will go to the United States. Not 
only ia this tbe caeo, but the greater 
part of the supplies used in tbe Canadi- 
an Y'ukon were purchased in the United 
States, and it is quite true that if it bad 
not been for the aKitation in Victoria, 
none of the outfitting trade would have 
come to Canada, aud not a dollar of duty 
on the foreign outfits would have reach- 
ed tbe Canadian treasury. In the effort 
to secure to Canada the legitimate busi- 
nees of the Yukon, the Coast cities have 
received very scant assistance from the 
Eastern press. We do not say that no 
assistance has been rendered, for hun- 
dreds of papers printed the Colokist's 
appeal; but there has been little at- 
tempt to supplement that appeal. The 
leading papers, such as the Mail and 
Empire and the Globe, continue to print 
their Yukon news under Seattle dates, 
although the eame news could in nine 
cases out of ten be got from six to eight 
hours earlier from Victoria. We have 
yet to see in either of these papers, or in 
the Montreal Gazette, the Hamilton 
Spectator, the Ottajira dailies, or any of 
the leading papers of the Maritime 
Provinces, with tbe solitary ex- 
ception of the St. John Tele- 
graph, a single editorial article 
intended to show that the Yukon 
gold fields being in Canada the proper 
place to outfit is in Canadian cities. Tlie 
Yukon is being skinned by Amerit:ans, 
who will buy American goods when they 
can and shirk even the payment of duty. 
Meanwhile their papers abuse every- 
thing Canadian. To treat such i)eople 
on an equality with our own citizens ia 
to display a s))irit of pusilaniiiiity that 
is calculated to make the world think 
Canadians deserving of the insulting 
epilhetB bestowed upon them so freely 
by their neighbors. 

In this country there is too much of a 
disposition to keep an eye upon the 
jingo American proas in what we say 
and do. It is worth while occasionally 
to remind Canadians that papers of the 
stamp of the New York Sun and the New 
York Journal do not represent the in- 
telligent public opinion of the United 
States, but if they did, our duty as 
Canadians would be none the less to 
govern our country as it best for the in- 
terests of Canadians, and give aliens to 
understand that if they do not like our 
liWB and institutions they cau keep out. 



A QUESTION OF VERACITY. 

The Colonist endeavors to tell the 
truth. When it makes an error and is 
BO informed, it promptly corrects it. 
The Colonist values its reputation. It 
believes that it is as dishonorable for a 
newspaper to state what ia false as it is 
for a gentleman in private life. Ic has 
no use for liars, whether they use the 
tongue or printer's ink. 

A short time ago the Ooi.o.visr reprint- 
ed from the Vancouver World the sug- 
gested cabinet, which appears in the 
third extract (juoted below, but without 
saying that it was a piece of reprint, A 
number of its contemporaries having 
attributed the combination to tbe Col- 
onist, we said in explanation as follows : 

The suggested cabinet did not origin- 
ate in the Colonist. The Vancouver 
World printed it, and said that Mr. 
Urury, an officer of the Liberal Associa- 
tion, or something of that kind, was re- 
eponeible for it, and took him severely 
to task for his presumption in asking 
good Liberals to support such a combin- 
ation. 

To this the Vancouver World replied; 

Tlio World never said anything of the 
kind, or anything even approiieliing it. 
It is a j)ity our coiitempory will make 
statements of this kind without Hading 
out their truthfulness. 

Commenting on this, the Times of 
this city gives an exhibition of its cus- 
tomary coarseness. 

In reply to tho V'ancouver World and 
the Times we reprint the following, 
which is from the ^'ancouver World of 
August 21 , 1S1I7, Itb page, 2nd column:

The cool gal! of some of these worthies 
who intend (in their rainda)to burst the 
povenuneiit machine ia phenomenal. 
Ami the fun of it is they imagine tlicy 
poaseaa infiuence and have only got to 
speak and the thing ia done. 

If thia article does not fully warrant 
the comment of the Colonist above 
quoted, then we do not understand the 
meaning of English words. We main- 
tain, and 80 will any man, that it more 
than bears out what the Coloni.st said. 
And yet tho World has the hardihood to 
assert the contrary, and the Times — well 
we do not know that we are particularly 
surprised at anything the Times may 
aay. 

Speaking for ourselves we have to say 
that it is painful in the extreme to have 
to discnsB public questiona with newa- 



papqrs which display so gross a disre- ] 
gard of every instinct that makes social ' 
existence tolerable. We say that journ- 
alism ia disgraced by papers which 
deliberately deny their words and by 
those that impute falsehood to others 
with the reckleasness of a gutter-snipe. 
We are pained that an honorable pro- 
fession should be so besmirched. If tho 
World has an atom of decency left it 
will at once withdraw its denial, and if 
the Times— but again it is hopeless to 
ask anything of the Times. It long ago 
showed itself loat to every sense of honor 
and manlinesa. 
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THE REBELLION IN BRAZIL, 

Every now and then a small deapatch 
appears in the papers announcing that 
the "Fanatics" have gained another 
victory in Brazil. Who the Fanatics are 

and what they hope to accomplish ia a 
matter upon which there ia a surprising 
lack of information. Their leader is 
named Gonselheiro, He claims to have 
founded a new religion, bat what its 
special teneta are no one has yet told the 
world. The Rio Janeiro correspondent 
of tho Berliu Tagbhitt thinks the religi- 
ous aspect of the moveiuont is only a 
cloak for its real ot>ject, which it believes 
id the restoration of the monarchy. He 
alleges that Gonselheiro is known to be 
ia communication with the Comte d'Eu, 
son-in-law of the late Emperor. This 
same correspondent states that the Fa- 
natics number upwards of Ili.OGO fight- 
ing men. llithorto they have been suc- 
cessful in every encounter with tho gov- 
ernment troops. While as yet no one 
seems to think the rebels can succeed in 
restoring the monarchy, there ia a very 
great deal of uneasiness in Brazil as to 
the outcome. Tho disallected districts 
are in tlio interior or rather in the coun- 
try behind Ualiiii. 

In view of the fact that this portion of 
lirazil iu in open rebellion, and that the 
province of Rio Grande doSul has never 
been in sympathy with the so-called 
republic, the outlook for the stability of 
the present government ia not very 
bright. Rio de Jauerio ia tluig between 
two disaffected districts and may at any 
time be c:ut oU' from tlio northern part 
ol the country. If ever there was a case 
where the overthrow of a monarchy was 
without justification it was in Brazil. 
Don Pedro was aa enlightened, progres- 
sive and liberal ruler. Under hia gov- 
ernment the empire was very prosper- 
ous, and for a South American country 
remarkably ]>eacoEul. In his stead there 
is a dictator, who calls himaelf president, 
and a reactionary despotism masking as 
a republic. A restoration of the mon- 
archy would be a distinct gain to 
Brazil, if the occupant of the throne 
were inspired by the same motives as 
those which swayed the late emperor. 

Whatever mav l>e the result of the re- 
bellion, it is unlikely that Brazil will 
long remain in its present condition. 
With an area as largo as Canada, and 
untold wealth of natural resources, it 
presents a field for exploitation unsar- 
passed in tbe world. Germans have 
made more progress in Brazil than any 
other power, and it is an open secret that 
Germany looks on Southern Brazil as a 
proper field for colonization. It is not 
impossible that, if the monarchist move- 
ment gains strength, the Kaiaermaygive 
it hia assistance in exchange for one of 
tho southern provinces. 

Tnum-; was coiiaiderable talk in the 
newspapers lately about an alleged pro- 
cess for tbe manufacture of gold from 
the baser metals, aad stress was laid up- 
on the fact that a test was made by the 
director of the United States mint. It 
may, therefore, be interesting to men- 
tion that such a test \¥ae made, not be- 
cause tho director of the mint thought 
there was anything in the process, but 
for tlie following reason : The inventor 
applied for a patent, which was refused 
because no proof was afforded that tbe 
process was workable. He demanded to 
be allowed to prove that it was, and the 
patent oflice not having the netiessary 
appliances, the mint was asked to un- 
dertake the experiments. The result is 
what might have been expected, and 
yet something has been gained, for it 
has been ascertained that in all the 
available samples of so-called pure anti- 
mony an appreciable amount of gold and 
silver is to be found. Tlie inventor had 
been recovering this gold and silver by a 
very expensive process, and all that ho 
was able to do, and more besides, was 
acconiplielied by the chemists of the 
mint by other processes. 



It gives the Colon-ist much pleasure 
to announce, on the authority of the 
gentleman himself, albeit it cornea 
second-hand, that Hugh O'Neil, former- 
ly of Victoria, ia not dead, and that he 
did not die of starvation in the Koote- 
nay mountains, as baa been alleged^bnt 
ia on tbe contrary aa well and hearty as 
ever he was in his life. It ia too bad 
that, aa onr correspondent says, Mr. 
O'Neil had to come in from the mouiit- 
aiuB to deny that lie was dead, but 
everyone is glad to know that he was in a 
position to do so. W» are very sorry to 
have caused hia friends any distreaa of 
mind by printing tbe statement which 
has been so satisfactorily disproved.

A moderator for 
the current year was chosen in the per- 
son of Kev. W. B. Cuminiugand Messrs. 
Forsfer, Leask, I'erry and Mnnro were 
appointed to act as a coniniittee on the 
ex.".mination of sessional records. 

The llrst business was the considera- 
tion of an extract minute from the meet- 
ing ol the general assembly granting the 
Presbytery's request that Missionary 
Swatout be allowed to proceed with his 
studies under their supervision. Mr. 
Swartout has been working among the 
Indiana at Uclulet and v^ith a view to 
ins ordination a committee consisting of 
Dr. Campbell, EevB. Winchester, Clay 
and Forster was appointed to supervise 
hia studies, with instructions to report 
at stated intervals to the Presbytery 

The increase of populatioa on Texada 
island rendering the eervicfis of a mia 
aionary desirable. Rev. Mr. Tait, of Co- 
niox, was appointed to visit the district 
and make his report at the next meeting 
of the Presbytery, when the matter of 
sending a missionary there this winter 
will bo decided. 

The report of the committee appointed 
to draft standing committees for the en- 
suing twelve months was adopted, and 
following appointments made: 

Conveners — Home misBions and aug- 
mentation, Mr. Clay; foreign missions, 
Dr. Campbell ; statistics and finance,Mr. 
McRae; Sabbath schools, Dr. Oampbell; 
church life and work, Mr. W. B. Cum- 
ming; examination of studenta. Dr. 
Campbell; Manitoba college, Mr. A. B. 
Winchester ; protection of church prop- 
erty, Mr, Thornton Fell; younK people's 
societies, Mr. Forater; auditor, Mr. 
Thornton Fell. 

Missionaries Menzies, Pocock and 
McLean reported that their ellbrts in 
their respective fields of labor were 
yielding good results, and they were in- 
cited to increased activity by the good 
which had been accomplished during 
the summer. A discussion then took 
place as to the needs of the Yukon conn- 
try, and on motion made by Dr. Oamp- 
bell and seconded by Mr. Winchester, a 
resolution was sent to the General As- 
sembly's home mission committee di- 
rectinc their attention to the large in- 
flux of population in that district from 
congregations in British Columbia, and 
particularly in the Presbytery of Vic- 
toria, and asking them to consider ttie 
advisability of sending missionaries 
there in the spring to preach the Gospel 
to the adventurous gold seekera crowd- 
ing into that country. 

The Presbytery adjourned to meet 
next Monday at 2 p.m. in the First 
Presbyterian church here.

Three witnesses were examined, 
amongst them being Mr. W. F. Bullen, 
sometime manager of the Albion iron 
works, who gave evidence to the fact of 
Captain Collister having been employed 
as inspector and supervisor of work. 
Amongst the jobs which Collister had 
superintended, the witness instanced 
that of the Joan, which vessel he after- 
wards inspected in his capacity of hull 
inspector. 

The next witness, Captain Gavin, a 
master mariner, testified to the fact that 
he had, while working; under Captain 
Collister, aUvays found him careful and 
painstaking in the execution of his dutv. 
The feeling between Collister and Tagg 
was longstanding, trouble having arisen 
between them before Tagg \ui8 emjiloyed 
on the Cociuithiin. 

The last witness, a ship carpent(!r, 
.John Robinson, gave evidence in regar(l 
to the work done by himself and part- 
ner, W. J. Stephens, on the steamer 
Boscowitz, which was left unfinished 
owing to the boat falling over the ways. 
After Sir. Collister took the contract, 
Robinson declined his oiler of work and 
recommended Stephens, but the inspec- 
tor refused very emphatically to employ 
the latter. No other evidence being 
available an adjournment was made for 
a few days. 

OVERLAND TO THE YUKON. 

Mounted Police Detaciiment Starts To-day 
From Edmonton, 

OrT.uvA, Sept. 2.— (Special)— The de- 
tachment of Northwest Mounted Police 
which is trying the overland route to 
Klondyke leaves Edmonton to-morrow. 
It consists of one inspector and five 
men. The citizens of Edmonton have 
subscribed to send two civilians along 
with the detachment, who are to get 
through to the Yukon before winter sets 
in if at all possible. The men will travel 
on horseback, supplies being taken on 
pack horses, and as this has been the 
III * attempt to reach the Yukon coun- 
try in this manner, the experience of 
the detachment will be of great service 
to persons seeking confirmation about 
thia route. 



The steamer Princess Louise, which 
arrived at Vancouver from the North on 
Wedneaday, came down to Victoria yes- 
terday. Nearly all her cargo she landed 
on the C.P.R. wharf, Vancouver, having 
discharged there 5,000 cases of salmon in 
small shipments to be forwarded Ivist, 
She had a very large number ol (laasen- 
gers, 100 of whom were Chinamen re- 
turning from Northern canneries. 
Among her saloon travellers was Chief 
Engineer Hickey of the Hudson Bay 
Co,'8 steamer Caledonia, who arrived 
down not knowing that that vessel was 
to be sent on a trip up the Stickeen. 
Mr. Chanibora and family, Mr. Alex- 
ander and C. Kendall were among other 
arrivals. A Chinese jirisoiier came 
down from Simpson to serve three 
months' imprisonment, on conviction of 
stealing goods from a storekeeper, and 
was handed over to the authoritiea by 
the steward, in whose charge he was en- 
trusted. The steward had been sworn 
in as a special policeman for the occa- 
sion, and earned for his trouble $17.60. 
The Louise will now make preparations 
for her trip to Wrangel.

Standing Committees Appointed- 
Use of Narcotics Condemned— 
Tlie Plebiscite Favored. 



The consideration of reports coustitut- 
ed the chief featare of baaineaa at the 
■W.C.T.U. convention yesterday. -Prac 

tieally all tho committeea reported, and 
much iiitereating discuBBiou was evoked 
by the Bugsjeations put forward as to the 
furtherance of the work in the several 
departments. A new branch of tomper- 
ance activity was decided npon, acting 
upon the suggestion put forward on 
Wednesday afternoon, and Mrs. Robaon 
•was named ag the superintendent of the 
"Department of Food Keform." Tlie 
same object will receive special consider- 
ation at the hands of the comtnittue 
composed of Mrs. Spofford and Mrs. 
Jenkins, Rev, Ralph W. Trotter, Eev. 
J. C. Speer, and Dr. Lewis Hall. 

The priutinj; committee was drafted 
with Mrs. Spofford as presiding officer 
and Meadamea McGregor, Booth and 
(irant as aHRoniato nimnhfirs. ^^rH, 
Gordon Grant will also serve aa convenor 
of the plan of work cuiiiruittee, and Mrs. 
Jenkina as head of tho committee on 
resohitiona. 

An intereatiuf: report upon " The use 
and abuse of narcotics " was presented 
by Mrs. Cunningham and provoked con- 
aiderable discussion, while a letter waa 
received from Mrs. Greig, the Dominion 
superintendent, urging support for the 
memorial to physicians against the use 
of narcotics and intoxicants in the medi- 
cal practice. Mrs. Lamb was named as 
the representative of the Provincial 
XTnion to the Dominion Convention, and 
the constitution of the order in British 
Columbia was so amended as to permit 
of tho introduction of life sustaining 
members, all of whom must be total ab- 
stainers. 

Much interesting and valuable in- 
formation as to the conduct of mothera' 
meetings was given by Mrs. Spain, while 
Mrs. Kennedy oU'ered several i)ractical 
snggaations with regard to the jiroviding 
oi suitable eniployinout and aubstantial 
meals to the working women of the 
Weat. Mrs. Spoll'ord followed upon the 
topic of "Helplul Hinta to Young 
Mothera," in which also Mrs. Lamb and 
Miss Breeze oHered several practical sug- 
gestions. 

Mrs. Gordon Grant was named as tho 
convener of the plebiscite committee, 
while other heads of departments were 
chosen as follows : Temperance grocer- 
ies, Mra. A. N. Sexamith, of Eburiie; 
syateraatic beneticence, Mrs. T. Scouler, 
of Westmlnacer ; Sabbath observance, 
Mrs. J. A. Gold, Victoria ; aoldiera and 
volunteers, Mrs. Spain, Victoria ; organi- 
zation, Mrs. Spofford, Victoria ; parlia- 
mentary usage and school of methods, 
Mrs. D. Jenkins, Victoria; mission 
work. Miss Bowes, Victoria; fair work. 
Miss A. J. McDougall, New West- 
minster; prison work, Mra, H. Youdall, 
New Westminster; social purity, Mrs. D. 
Spencer, Victoria; temperance collee 
house, Mrs. McGregor, Victoria; 
juvenile associations and kindergartens, 
Misa Jane Brown, Vancouver; parlor 
meetings, Mrs. N. Shakespeare, Vic- 
toria; flower missions, Mrs. T. C. S. 
Keith, Westminster; narcotica, Mrs. Af. 
A. Cunninghaai, Weatminster ; confer- 
ence with influential bodies, Mra. J. B. 
Kennedy, Westminater ; railroad work, 
Jlra. T. H. Brown, \'ancoaver ; unfer- 
mented wine at the Lord's table, Mrs. 
jNIaguire, Union ; legislative, petition 
and franchise, Mr3. Gordon Grant, Vic- 
toria ; heredity and hygiene, Mrs. J. A. 
Halliday, Coniox; evangelistic work, 
Mrs. Forbes, Nanaimo; hospitiil work, 
Mra, J. L. Macnauehton, Victoria; 
young women's work, Mrs. (J. Sidiooley, 
Vancouver; and press work, Jlra. W. 
F. Henderson, Chilliwack. 

A paper on the enfranchisement of 
women was contributed yesterday by 
Mrs. Spain, who received a hearty vote 
of thanks, her paper also being ordered 
incorporated in the minutes and given 
for publication to the press. Mrs. Wm. 
Grant was chosen as superintendent of 
the department of acientiUc temperance 
instruction, Mrs. C. G. Major being 
given charge of tho committee on liter- 
ature and the Woman's Journai, and 
]\lrH. Priestly of Xaniiinio of the work 
among sailors, liiiiibermen and miners. 

The re))ort on legislation, i)Btition and 
franchiso waa received, anddlBcnsaed by 
Rev. Mr. Trotter and Rev. Mr. Speer, 
Mrs. Spollord, Mra. S. If. Brown and 
others, all of whom urgeil the necesaity 
of petitioning tho legislature for the ex- 
tention of the franchise to the women of 
British Columbia, and it was finally de- 
cided that the anperiritendent of this de- 
partment should wait upon all local 
onions and bi'gin energetic work at 
once. Other reports were received dur- 
ing the day from the committees on tho 
various branches o( women's work. A 
])Ie,iaing feature of the day 'a session waa 
the presentation to Mrs. Lamb of a 
niAtrn ill cent baalcet of llowers from tlie 
wcjrid'a president of tho W.C. T.U., Mr.s. 
Frances Willard — the preseiitora of which 
were two little British Columbians bear- 
ing her honored name, Frances Willard 
Grant and Frances Willard Cunningham. 

The following resolutions were passed 
and ordered to oe spread on the minutes: 

1. That we recognize the good hand of 
our God which has been over na during 
the past year, and pledge ourselvea to 
an increased endeavor to carry on His 
work faithfully. 

2. That we atill urge n|)ou our local 
uniona the nece=Hity of continuing to 
make strenuous eH'orls to secure a better 
obaervance of the Lord's diiy. Notwith- 
Btiituling all that has l)een done, fruit 
and tobacco stores are kept open, boats 
and cara continue to run, and in other 
ways the Sabbath is openly desecratecL 
We therefore urge that our unions dis- 
countenance the game and endeavor to 
eeoure better legislation on tho subject. 

3. We notice with aatiafaction the in- 
creased attention given to scioutiflc tem- 
perance instruction in the public schools, 
the Path fifi^ei^'8erie|-Ji, being dsed in a 
"great number of tnem : ' EeBblved , that 
wo continue to use every efl'ort neces- 
sary to introduce the, above serioa into 
all the public schools of our province, 
and that the executive memorialize the 
Boilrd ot Education to make instruction 
in tiie same conipulsory. Winli- 
ijg still further to emphasize 



the importance of instructing 
the children of the evil ellects 
oj, atitnulanta and narcotica upon the 
human system, we recommend local 
uniona to appoint a committee' in each 
uhion, who shall with th'e permiffllon; of 
S>.;:,L;.i_y yjhool Buperintendeiita ' have 
temperance taught regularly at Stated 
intervals in our Sunday schools. • 

4. Believing that it ia of tho utmost 
importance while our children are re- 
ceiving the education provided by our 
public Bchools they should also bo pre- 
pared for life by a knowledge 
of some practical work which 
would in a measure prepare thorn 
for their future career; therefore 
bo it resolved ; that wo through our pro- 
vincial executive memoralizo the board 
of education, urging upon them the im- 
pjrtanoo of introducing manual training 
into the schoola of this province. 

■1. That the time having arrived when 
it is deairable to erect a new Retage 
Home, that this convention empower 
the managing committee of the ^ome, in 
conjuction with the provincial executive 
to take such meaaarea as may be neces- 
sary to further the work already begun. 

6. Resolved, that where practical our 
unions affiliate with the Women's Coun- 
cil, aa through them we are aometlmea 
better able to forward onr work. 

7. Resolved, we recommend tliat in 
the event of any sujierintendent tloing 
no work in her department for the iirat 
three n:ionth8 after her appointment, 
tho executive shall appoint another to 
till the office. 

8. Resolved , that the local uniona en- 
courage a cash system of business in- 
stead of credit amongst their members. 

\t. That wo recommend to the local 
uniona the plan of organizing all the 
women of their respective unions enjoy- 
ing tho municipal franchiae into a com- 
mittee, the superintendent of that de- 
partment in each union being ex-ofUcio 
convenor of this committee. The work 
of the committee wonld be to 
visit the other women of the place whose 
names appear on the voters' list, en- 
deavorinu thereby to prevail upon them 
to retiiater early each year and on elec- 
tion day to deposit their ballots in a cor- 
rect manner. We further recommend 
that as we again intend petitioning the 
logiahuure for an amendment to the 
tranchiBc act, that members of local 
uniona not only systematically canvass 
for signnturea to the |)etiti()n but endeavor 
to enliet the co-operation of all those in 
sympathy with the movement. 

That we recommend our provincial 
superintendent of petitions to prepare 
and circulate aa soon as possible peti- 
tions to bepresented to the Dominion 
Ilouae of Commons asking that tho 
municipul voters' list be taken for the 
standard of votes on the plebiscite ; also 
that the provincial legislature be peti- 
tioned to proffer the aame request. 

Resolutions were also passed favoring 
tho formation of a central committee, in 
view of the approaching proliibition 
plobiaoito, with heaihiuartera at Victoria ; 
alao for a home for aged women, and for 
the enforcement of Itie law prohibiting 
Belling tobacco to minora. Resolutions 
of thanks were passed to the preaa and 
endorsing the memorial from the Super- 
intendent of Heredity and recomraend- 
ini: it to the physicians of British Col- 
umbia. 

Resolved that the warmest thanks of 
this convention be tendered to the ladies 
of Victoria for their gracious hospitality 
and entertainment of the delegates to 
our convention; to the trusteea of the 
Metropolitan church for the uae of the 
aame, and to the committee on decora- 
tions for tlie beautiful flowers supplied 
during convention.

[CONCLUDED.] 

The Fourth North Carolina was ord- 
ered to support Captain Martin in one of 
his gallant charges. Martin waa driven 
back, and the enemy's aquadron rushed 
after him. The l''ourth North Carolina 
started in, but failed to get under way in 
time to resist the headway of the ad- 
vancing enemy, and tho front rank fail- 
ing tolrespond promptly to the " charge " 
hesitated, broke, and incontinently lied. 
The enemy pushed on a short distance, 
but one adventurous and gallant Yankee 
dashed past his fellows and made for the 
cbloribearer of the Fourtli North Caro- 
lina. He'^aeized the colors and wrested 
them from htm in a hand-to-hand tus- 
sle, neither of them attempting to use 
their pistols or sabres, and so tho flag of 
the l<'ourth Regiment waa seen making 
oil' in a run aa fast aa this Federal cav- 
alry man coidd carry it, who seenied as 
much aatonislied at the reanltof his bold 
dash aa tho bewildered color-bearer who 
hud lost, it. A few minutea later a florae 
and lider at full speed waa 
aeon coming out of the wooda 
and the disordered remnant of the 
Fourth North Carolina mistaking him 
for another impudent Yankee, commen- 
ced a fusilado upon him with pistols and 
carbines. In tho midst of it the rider, 
who proved to be Captain Thomaa W, 
Pierce, ordnance officer of the W. H. F. 
Lee's division, waa recognized by one of 
General Roberts' Staff, and the firing 
waa checked before any damage was 
done. Captain Pierce had been in the 
enemy's handa only a few minutea be- 
fore, but escaped from them by a daah, 
and came near being shot by liia own 
people, Ilia horse having become un- 
manageable. It was in tiiis engagement 
that Cantain Coughenour, inspector of 
Roberta' brigade, while delivering a 
message to Itie General, was severely 
shot. Tho bullet entered one aide of the 
throat under the chin and paaaed out on 
the other aide of and across the throat, 
It was, of course, deemed a mortal 
wound, but the gentleman is still alive 
and well. 

f.s-i)i:ii A iri;.vvv I'liu:. 
Tho next morning, April 0th, after, 
marching; and counter-marching and re- 
peated skirmiahes with the enemy, los- 
ing another one of our couriers and 
several men, we were ordered to pass 
rapidly to the right flank of a part of 
General Goodwin's corps, there 
making preparations to defend 
the crossing of Sailor's Creek, 
At a rapid gallop we paased around 
under tiie fire of the Federal artillery, 
who had mysteriously appeared on our 
flank, and as we neared the ford at Sail- 
ors creek we found it blocked up by a 
vast asBomblago of wagons, anibulances 
and artillery trains. It was seen at a 
clance that the command could not pos- 
sibly cross at this ford, so we were 
marched down the stream, and found a 
rough crosaing near an old mill, where 
we scrambled up the eteep banks of the 
opposite side, and placed ouraelvea on 
tho west bank of Sailors creek, just as 
the final assault waa made on the gallant 
little band of Walker and othera, who 
held the ground until they were actually 
merged in swarmins maases of the ene- 
my, who enveloped them on both flanks. 
From our lofty position on the hill above 
the ford we aaw the final charge and the 
wild burat of Walker's men aa they 
broke through the enemy in their rear 
and cut their way out to the ford. We 
covered the retreat of tho few wdio 
escaped by a strong line of mounted 
akirniishera posted well down on the 
creek, and another night aoon cloaed in 
around our weary troops. Late that 
night we reached the High bridge and, 
crossing the river, rested until daybreak 
near the foot of ttie bridge. 

A CONST.INT SKTHMISII. 

The next morning, April 7, found us 
still acting as the rear guard, and from 
the High bridge on to Farmviile there 
waa a constant Rkirmish with tho ene- 
my's advance. They moved slowly and 
we wore kept in observation. Mean- 
while a part of Mahone's division had 
prepared for their reception at a little 
church near Farmviile, and were retired 
behind our infantry line there. The 
enemy aoon advanced in compact col- 
umn and formed double lines of battle, 
attackine Mahone's front with great vig- 
or and determination. They were re- 
pulsed in every charge with heavy loaa, 
and before dark abandoned the cli'ort to 
break our lino. During the niubt ( len- 
ei'al Roberta was ordered to lake bis 
command over to the left .^^ahoIH!'3 line 
and protect that llanlw Ho marched by 
way of the Oa Ira road, .ruat at the 
point where this road crossed the l'\irni- 
ville road there waa a blockade; nearly 
all the wagona and trains were hopeless- 
ly stuck in the mud. Cioneral R. L. Lee 
was resting (luietly at this place, looking 
over a map, with many oflicera of liigh 
rank grouped around him or dismounted 
near at hand. As we approached the 
spot a heavy column of Federal cavalry 
was seen coming at a charge, evidently 
bent on capturing the trains. Before 
they could reach the poaition, licwover, 
a regiment of Rossor'a old brigade 
and a jiartof Munford'scommand charged 
the flank of tlie Federal column, dia- 
peraing the whole forces and capturing 
General Irvin Grcgtr and Ijringing him a 
priaoner before General Lee. l)ur 
brigade went on over to the left and 
picketed that Hank all the night. The 
end was now near. During the night 
the blockade was relieved and the trains 
of the army placed on a parallel road. 

•nlF. SUKKKIilNCl 0I-' TlIK MIC.N'. 

Nothing has been said during all thia 
time of llie aevore loila and privations to 
wliich tho men had now been exposed 
for ten days and nighla. From the lat 
to tho i)th of Ajiril not a single ration 
was drawn by onr command, and the 
men had to eke out a scanty suhstanco 
by shkring with thoir horses the little 
corn that could l)o begged or taken 
through tho country. Night brought no 
relief irom tho fatigues of the day, and 
the result was tlis auro wasting awi,v of 
all the energioa of man amf horse. Cap- 
tain Martin that night announced to^tjie 
Adjutant-General of tho briuade'with 
great sorrow the solemn fact that of bis 
whole company he had only two men fit 



for duty, and this not because of deser- 
tion or failure of duty, since he could 
account for every man that had left 
Betoraburg with him— killed, wounded 
or captured. The 8th waa.marked as the 
only quiet day of the retreat. An ominous 
silence reigned all around ub. The whole 
day was moved on tho flank of tho 
army, on the right in retreat and parallel 
to its line of march, and were untroubled 
by any sign or sound of battle. The dis- 
tance was greater than that of any pro- 
ceeding one, and as night came on we 
paased through the camps of a body of 
mfantry who aeemed to lie making merry 
of their misfortunes. Their banda were 
I)laying " Dixie " and "Tho Girl I Left 
Behind Mo," vieing wdth each other 
in a sort of musical contest encouraged 
by the vociferous " rebel yell " demand- 
ing an encore or a "change of air." 
Throwing ourselves down among tho 
rustling leaves of a fine forest we slept 
until midnight, at which hour we re- 
ceived orders to report as speedily as 
possible at Appomattox court house. 
Arriving there about dawn we observed 
the preparations there being made for a 
general engagement, and Shortly after 
sunrise took possession mounted on the 
right of General Gordon's corps. 

THE END. 

Tho advance waa sounded and never 
did the army at any period of its exiet- 
ance respond with more cheerful alacrity 
or gallantry. With steady step arid 
unwavering front these starved sur- 
vivors of Stonewall's corps moved 
irreaistibly upon the solid lines of the 
I'ederal infantry and swept them from 
the field. The Sixth Corps and one 
division of the Twenty-fourth Corps 
were in their front and bctl: gave way. 
tho Sixth giving ground to the left, the 
Twenty-fourth to tho right. A battery 
of United States artillery, four Napoleon 
guns, in their interval, fell into our 
bands, and panic seemed to have seized 
tho men of tho Twenty-fourth Corps. 
Many of that division on our right sur- 
rendered without any resistance, and to 
every officer at the front it appeared that 
the road to Lynchburg had been opened. 
A single regiment could have cleared the 
woods on our light, and not much more 
would have been required to effect the 
capture of' that division of the enemy. 
Hut there waa not a man to be apared 
from Gordon's line, by this tinoe hotly 
engaged witli tho SixUi Corps, who had 
rallieil and aoon, to our utter astonish- 
ment, an order came for us to retire 
from the field and fall back to 
.Appomattox court house. In another 
moment tiie rumor of our surrender waa 
circulated, and in obedience to orders 
wo prepared for that last and bitterest 
trial which can ever befall tho aoldier. 
The scenes at the surrender need no re- 
cital. In conclusion it ia proper to 
add that Cioneral William P. Roberts 
now the honored auditor of the .S-tato of 
North Carolina, enjoyed the confidence 
and esteem of all his men. Coming 
among them from a dillerent command, 
he soon won their regard by his superior 
skill and great personal gallantry. He 
was a aoldier of a high order, possessing 
in a marked degree that aptitude for 
command which none but men of genius 
can attain. And it is safe to say that if 
the war had been prolonged even an- 
other year, ho would have added fresh 
laurels to hia enviable reputation, and 
attained high rank among those who 
achieved honorable fame under the 
battle-flag of the army of Northern Vir- 
ginia.

"Ells'Nvortli I" shouted a brakcman ou 
the Uniou P.-tcint: railway, Kansas divi- 
sion, us the train swept through a 
prairio valley and elo'wed up at a sleepy, 
Cottonwood shaded, prairie oucirclecl 
western Kau.sas to\Tii. To Iho left could 
be seen a largo nud peculiar building, 
located on Ihe outskirts of the village. 

"What is that builfling?" I asked ol 
t:ho gray hearded man -who had sharad 
my Kcat for tho h.st 20 miles. 

'That i.s the Grand Army prounds 
ntid building," he said. "It beloogs to 
tho old soldiers, and they hold a reunion

" Vill I-lickok (Wild Bill) gained hi.s 
fnitio at Hays City, west of hero, as 
al.so dill Jim Curry, who later ou shot 
and killed Bon Porter, an actor, at lilar- 
.-liiill, Tex;. I knew Jim Carry ■when ho 
v,';n iin engineer on this road. He bc- 
caiiio enamored of a woman, married 
lirr, and they .settled down in Hays 
(Jii.y, keeping ji little restaurant there. 
Tliero was a regiment o£ negro soldiers 
quartered nt Fort Hays. Tho negroes 
lonk ciU'en.'o at Jim because ho refused 
10 servo them ■\vith meals at his Iioufc. 
They came arcuiul to clean out tho 
place. Jim wont to shooting, aud when 
% quit Uuclo Sam's army was deoi- 
mcted to fcomc estcut. 

"Wild Bill was a nervy man and did 
some killing iu his day, and ho might 
have li\ 1 ,1 longer if ho had not grown 
cari.les.-. *You see. Bill, like all me;; cf 
liiHclas-s, was always espectmg trouble 
and was always on gnard. Bill for years 
had never allowed himself to get into a 
pc.-iitina where his keen eye nnd ready 
rcvtilvi r wcro not master of tho Kitua- 
ticiii, Litit ho did allo^w the drop to bo 
Kuc on hiiu iv,'ice to my knowledge.

liands. If they •would, he would Ktand 
treat for the house, which propo.sitiou 
was finally accopted. Wild Bill and 
.liin Cuny shook hands, after which 
Bill said: 'Now, Jim, I got nothiu 
iig'in yon, and I don't want to kill you, 
but if you are bound to get a rep-utation 
there's a town full of tondcrfcot hero 
aud lots of sassy nigger soldiers. Go 
practice ou them. You'll have to git 
more of 'cm to give you n reputation, 
and it will take more time to git thar 
thap if you held a discussion with mo, 
but I think you ■\vill live longer to en- 
joy it and ho happier than if you kept 
up projectiu with me.

STEERIING A STEAMSHIP.

Gnstav Koblio huH an article entitled 
"Steering Without a Coniiiasa" iu Bt, 
Kiohola.s. Mr. Kobbo says: 

The degree of A. B. is not coDfined to 
college grftducites. Aboard ship it means 
"abio bodied" seaman. 

Every nautical "A. B. " knows how 
to "box tho compsKs" aud ho^w to steer 
by it, but you will bg surprised to learn 
that no good helui.siuan will .steer by a 
comxiass unless all other things fail 
him. Among those "other things" are 
tho horizon, the wind, the wake of tho 
ship, the stars, the souiidings and the 
line of the .surf when runuing along tho 
coast. And so tho ablcbodied seaiuan, 
when a greenhorn takes his trick at the 
wheel, hands over the helm to him 
with this caution, "Keep your head out 
of the binnacle." 

I am sppiiking of sailing vesi^els. 
Steamers, especially thoso that travel on 
regular routes, .steer by compass. They 
"run their courses" from point to point 
—from ligfathonse to liKhthoaae, Ught- 
*hip, day mark, buoy, boll or fog whis- 
tle. In thick weather they know, tak- 
ing wind and tide into considoration, 
how long they should stand on each 
course aud try never to pass tho "sig- 
nal" at tho end of it. When they have 
seen or hetird that signal, they start on 
tho next"rnn*'oreourae. This is called 
"runuiiig tho time and distance." I 
havo gone info Halifax on n etoiinier 
that mot with thick fog frcmi Cape Cod 
down. One morning the captain said to 
mo: 

"Wo ought to pick upSambro in hulf 

an hour. " 

Surely enough, about lialf an hour 
later we heard, through the fog, a can- 
non shot, tbe distinguishing fog signal

A General Inclination Aronsed to 
Try tbe Stickeen Boute 
In Preference. 



■ The promises made by the disgruntled 
United States officials that the O.F.N. 
Company's steamer Danube would be 

seized on her first return to American 
waters, in reward for her insistence upon 
her rights at Skagway on a former trip, 
have not been redeemed. As a matter o£ 
fact the voyage to and from the new 
nortliei n port completed early this morn- 
ing vras particularly devoid df incident. 
The same tales of hard luck were being 
told and retold at Skagway, There were 
the same difficulties to be experienced 
in the crossing of the passes. The same 
amount of prophesying n-as being done 
in regard to the proportion of the disap- 
pointed — and no late news was available 
from the upper Yukon, which is in real- 
ity the only news centre worthy of con- 
sideration at tlie present time. At Skag- 
way, Mr. David Spencer and several 
other Yictorians were met with, the ma- 
jority, if not all, having got their sup- 
plies over the trail and returned to the 
coast to dispose of their live stock. 
Returning, the 0. P. N. steamer 
brought toYictoria this morning Mr. T.R. 
E. iMclnnoB, the sub-collector of customp, 
at Skagway, who is down on official 
business, Messrs. W. Tolmie and Frank 
Olay, o£ the Hurlburt expedition — 
which, by the way, is said to have dis- 
banded owing to the failure of food Eup- 
plies— Surveyor Jorgenson, who has been 
engaged in the railway survey workfrOm 
Skagway; and two packers — Messrs. 
Leonard aud S. L. Marlew. The weather 
in the North ia reported unusually 
bad — Bo bad imleed that the 
Elder was passed at anchor in 
Wraneel Is^arrowH, awaiting the ces- 
sation of the fog to proceed down. 
The (Jueen was also passed on her way 
down, and it is a subject of surprise 
among tho Danube's officers that she 
had not reached port ahead of them. 
The reason they are quite unable to ex- 
plain. On the trip down the O.P.N 
boat passed the river steamer Eugene 
that has (jot herself into so jjretty a 
tangle 'Vith the castoma authorities, and 
IS now on her way to the mouth of the 
river. After her little grand-stand play 
with the American flag, the 
Eugene ran out of port in 
the firm belief that the Bristol 
would lollow aud pick her up. The 
BriBtol'a skipper ia no fool, however, and 
telegraphed to bis owners for explicit 
inBlructious, awaiting whjcii he is still ; 
lying at the Union wharf. His fear was 
that sliould he lake the river boat as 
consort as oii(:inally intended he would 
render himself liable to severe penalties. 
Without the Bristol the Encene is about 
as helpless acraftaa could be imagined in 
the rough waters of the North, particu- 
larly in the condition that has already 
necessitated two dockings for repairs 
since Portland was left behind. 

The tug Hope was sent in pursuit of 
the Eugene from Union, but no results 
were known when the Danube left that 
place. 

Thanks to Mr. James Lauderdale, en- 
gineer on the returning steamer, who 
went some eleven or twelve miles up the 
trail, the Colo.nist has been placed in 
possession of the very latest news from 
that quarter. The Kingsley party was 
met with at that distance from the 
toast, tlicv having had very fair suc- 
cesp. Cf the'ir three horses, however, one 
was killed and the other twoliad met with 
serious mishaps necessitating a lay over 
for several days. New trails have been 
cut to avoid those places where a few 
weeks ago many horses came to grief 
through miring. The imessant rain 
soon renders tbe condition of both old 
trails and new, eqnally bad for the ad- 
vancing pilgrims. Tbe reBpesentative of 
the New York World arrived at Skag- 
way on August 22 Irom Juneau, briDftiDg 
with him two tons of dynamite for blast- 
ing purposee.the conditions of his agree- 
ment with the committee being that no 
pack trains shall be allowed to pass over 
the trail until it is in aliape. 

According to eoaie estimates there are 
at tho nresent time at lea?t 1,000 men 
working on tlie trail. Hundreds are 
camped patiently waiting for others to 
make tlie trail passable, and even with 
the large force employed, it will take at 
least teu days to render it possible for 
pack trains to go through. Henderson, 
of the Victoria Transfer Company, ar- 
rived at Shagway just before Mr. 
Lauderdale left, and says it is impossible 
for horses to survive long the work that 
ia yiven them on the mountain passes. 

Mr. Henderson has been particularly 
fortunate with his train, not having lost 
a single horse, In one place wliero the 
horses have been met mired tlie dead 
carcaeses of one ia used as a stepping 
Btoue tor another lo pass over on tho 
trail. The Bteiich along the trail is 
aboniinniile, and although tho bodies 
are generally burned there is stiil great 
danger of " pestilence being created. 
Tho Doctor Ilichardson party ia 
the only one amoug those who went 
up on the Danube's previous trip who 
have crossed over to ^agish lake, and 
even those who came up on the Islander 
on her first trip are not further than the 
top of the Summit. The Yictorians as,a 
whole are away ahead of all others start- 
ini^ at the aiirae time, and everywher,© 
are winning for themselvea great credit 
for the quiet fortitude they are display 
ing iu the surmuniiting of ditlicnlties. 

There is a strong feeling at present in 
favor of returning to Wrangel if the 
Stickeen route is opened- up, and no 
doubt many will go in by this way when 
the great luah in tbe spiing commences.

To THE EnrroB:— With yotir permis- 
sion, I would like to draw attention to 
all whom it concerns, and more particu- 
larly those who have in their hands the 
direction of our allairH, to the following 
as the logical outcome of Mr. Trend well's 
very able and lucid reasoning on this 
important subject, published in the 
Colonist of the 22nd instant, and to his 
exposition and analysis of the treaty of 
1825 with Kusaia, out of which the ques- 
tion arises. It seems obvious that any 
unisiaesed seeker of the truth of this 
matter must arrive at the same conclu- 
sion, on a careful study of the treaty and 
its object, and surely it is high time that 
the matter wero brought to u final set- 
tlement at the earliest opportunity. 
Subject to two exceptions (undermen- 
tioned) in favor of Russia, " the line of 
demarcation between the Russian and 
British poeeesaions on the continent of 
America to the northwest " is, briefly 
and simply stated, the following, viz. : 
The 141at degree of west longitude from 
the Arotic'ocean Boathward to Gulf 
of Alaska, in the North Pacific ocean ; 
and thence in a southeasterly direction 
along the ocean coast and islands to the 
5Ulh degree of north latitude, excepting 
(1) a strip of land (or land and water) 
not exceeding ten marine leagues in 
width parallel to the ocean coast from 
the said 141st meridian at the Gulf of 
Alaska to a certain point on the COth 
degree of latitude— the landward boun- 
dary of this strip to go along the sum- 
mit of mountains where these are found 
to be in the line; and (2) the portions of 
Prince of Wales island lying outside or 
beyond the ten league limit, both north 
and south of parallel 50— it being under- 
stood and specifically agreed in the 
treaty that " the island called Prince of 
Wale's island shall belong wholly to 
Russia." 

The " channel," " between the ISlat 
and 133rd degrees of west longitude," by 
or along which, " commencing from the 

snutbernmost point of the island called 

Prince of Wales island," the line as pre- 
scribed by the treaty, "shall ascend to 
the north as far as the point of the conti 
nent where it strikes the 5Gth degree of 
north longitude," unquestionably is and 
must necessarily be that shown on the 
map as " Clarence strait." Not only was 
there no channel known by the name ol 
"Portland channel," btit there ia no 
other than Clarence strait by which the 
point of the continent is struck either at 
the apot designated or anywhere else on 
parallel 56. 

The" point of the continent " so men- 
tioned in the treaty is where, and only 
where, the ascending line on the 132nd 
degree of weat longitude reaches the 66tb 
degree of north longitude — i.e. the weat 
side of "Cleveland peninsula." From 
that point the boundary line goes west- 
ward on parallel 50 to the limit of the 
said ten marine leagues, always except- 
ing, however, in favor of Russia, Prince 
of Wales island, as aforesaid.

A FLOATING^ HOTEL. 

The Old Shirley Sails Nortli on Saturday 
to Take Boarders at Skagway. 

The old bark Shirley, rejuvenated, will 
be put to a novel use at Skagway, and 
one which will probably surprise her 
ancient timbers. The Shirley has 
served her time as a veasel and will now 
be converted into a hotel and store- 
house, with accommodation for '100 
lodgers and many tone of freight. She 
tias plowed the raging main for almost 
fifty years, and during ithat time has 
poked her stubby nose into almost every 
port on the globe. She will spend the 
balance of her allotted time in peaceful 
anchorage otl" Skagway. 

Though old and uncomely, the Shirley 
is staunch. Her weather-wcrn hull was 
put together to last, and lines of speed 
were sacrificed to carrying capacity, 
The idea of the original charterer, W, 
\V. Evans, of Taeoma, was to fit tha 
vessel up and send her north with 
passengers. That was at a time when 
any old thing was considered good 
enough for an excited prospector. But 
the worlc dragged and paaaengera came 
not. The Shirley had lain condemiied 
in Quartermaster harbor for a long 
time, and thia had given the craft a 
black eye. 

Charles E. Peabody, general manager 
of the Washington-Alaska Steamship 
Company, and the Alaska Steamship 
Company, saw in the bark poasibililics 
which did not occur to Mr. Evans. The 
Shirley was purchased l)y W. J. Mac- 
aulay, of Victoria, the Alaaka Steatnehip 
Company and George B. Bodwell, of 
Tacoma. The repairs made on the 
bark as she lay in thia port have been 
under their supervision. The veaeel has 
been recaulked, her interior arrange- 
ments refitted, and her masta made into 
derricka for hoisting freight. She is 
now at Tacoma loading 400 tone of coal, 
2(X3,00O feec of lumber and 200 bead of 
horses and cattle, and will leave here 
next Saturday in tow of the tug Sea 
Lion. No paesengers will bo carried. 

" The Shirley will be used aa a wharf, 
storehouse and hotel," said Mr. Peabody 
yesterday. 

" She will bo warmeil with hot water 
and will furnish a temporary home for 
■100 people. Her anchor will be dropped 
within 300 feet of the shore and a scow 
and steam launch will be on hand to 
transfer passengers and freight to and 
from the shore. Tlie steaniera Rosalie 
and City of Seattlo will discharge into 
the Shirley. \ permanent crew will be 
engaged, consisting of a captain, first 
mate, steward, cook and three deck- 
hands." 

The bark Shirley waabuiltatMedford, 
Maaa., in 1850. For many years she has 
been a lumber drover on thel'acfic coast. 
Her length is 170 feet; brea<Uh of beam, 
36.8 feet ; liept li, 21. 1 feet; ami carrying 
capacity, 2,000 tons measurement.— P. -I.
